THIRTY-SIXTH CONGRESS, 
First Session. 
Wednesday, March 14, 1860. 
SENATE. 

Mr. Foster presented the memorial of numer- 
ous citizens of Connecticut, praying an increase 
of the tariff duties, so as to afford them inci- 
dental protection. 

Mr. Foster spoke at length in favor of this 
memorial. 

On motion of Mr. Hamlin, the hour of meet- 
ing was fixed at 12 o'clock, M. 

After considerable business, of no general 
interest, 

Mr. Bayard, of Delaware, moved to take up 
the bill regulating the transportation of passen- 
gers on steamships and other vessels. ‘This is 
a bill to protect female passengers on board of 
emigrant ships from insult. The motion was 
not agreed to. 

The Senate then took up the Military Acad- 
emy bill, with an amendment by Mr. Wigfall, 
making an appropriation for the support of a 
mounted regiment of volunteers, to serve on 
the Rio Grande. 

Mr. Hale, of New Hampshire, moved to 
amend, so that the volunteers should not be 
called out if the Lieutenant General decided 
that any portion of the regular army couid 
serve on the Rio Grande in their stead. The 
amendment was not agreed to-—yeas 12, nays 
33. 

Mr. Lane, of Oregon, moved to amend by 
making the course of studies at the Military 
Academy occupy four years instead of five 
years, as at present required. The motion was 
not agreed to—ycas 15, nays 37, 

Much debate took place upon the bill, and 
it was amended in several unimportant partic- 
ulars. 

The question being on the third reading and 
engrossment of tae bill— 

Mr. Fessenden, of Maine, moved to strike 
out the portion making an appropriation to 
support the mounted volunteer regiment; 
which motion was not agreed to, by a vote of 
yeas 19, nays 37. 

The bill, having been engrossed and read a 
third time, was passed by a vote :{ yeas 41, 
nays 11, 

The Senate then took up the bill regulating 
the transportation of passengers upou steam- 
~~ or other vessels. 

‘he bill was read a third time, engrossed, 
and passed without opposition. 

And, at 4 o’clock, the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

On motion of Mr. Branch, a resolution was 
adopted, calling on the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior for correspondence in relation te certain 
charges of frauds in relation to the Menominee 
Indians. 

Mr. Hickman, from the Committee on the 
Judiciary, reported back a bill creating and 
regulating paper circulation of uniform value 
throughout the United States, and fo: other 
purposes. 

It proposes, on deposit of gold, silver, and 
bullion, to issue certificates to cizculate as 
currency. Referred to Committee on Com- 
merce. 

Among other resolutions reported by Mr. 
Hickman, and referred to the Committee on 
the Judiciary, were the following : 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judi- 
ciary be, and they are hereby, directed to in- 
quire whether any, and if so, what. further legis- 
lation by Congress is necessary to secure prompt, 
faithful, and efficient, execution of the provision 
of section 2, article 4, of the Constitution of 
the United States, in respect to the rendition of 
fugitives from justice, with leave to report by 
bill or otherwise. 

Also, resolution instructing the Committee 
on the Judiciary to inquire as to the legal au- 
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thority of employing the army of the United 
States as a posse comitatus, with leave to report 
by bill or otherwise. 

Also, reported resolution instructing the 
Committee on the Judiciary to inquire and re- 
port what further legislation by Congress, if 
any, was necessary in order to secure the pro- 
tection of citizens engaged in private and law- 
ful business, in travelling from one State to 
another. 

Also, resolution authorizing distiict judges 
to act out of their districts in certain cases. 

Also, reported a resolution, which was adopt- 

ed, calling on the Secretary of the Interior tor 
a statement of accounts of Mr. Pine, late United 
States Marshal in Chicago, who it is alleged is 
a defaulter. 
Mr. Kilgore, from the Committee on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, reported Senate bill with an 
amendment, authorizing the Corporation of 
Washington city to make a loan, and issue 
stock to the amount of $200,000, for building a 
market-house on the site of the present build- 
ing ; passed. 

‘ie Sherman, of Ohio, moved that the House 
go into a Committee of the Whole on the state 
of the Union. 

The motion was agreed to, and the House 
went into Committee—Mr. Washburne, of IIli- 
nois, in the chair. 

The Committee took up the consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bill. 

Several amendments to the bill were agreed 
to in Committee, and it was then informally 
laid over, and the President’s message taken up. 

Mr. Curry, of Alabama, addressed the Com- 
mittee on the slavery question. Mr. Vance, of 
North Carolina, followed on the same subject. 
After which, the Committee rose, and the House 
adjourned, 


Thursday, March 15, 1860. 
SENATE. 

The bill to amend the existing laws relative 
tc the compensation of the district attorneys, 
marshals, and clerks of the Circuit and District 
Courts of the United States, was taken up, de- 
bated, and passed. 

The special order was taken up, being 
the joint resolution authorizing the enlarge- 
ment of and construction of a branch to the 
Louisville and Portland canal. Mr. Wade pre- 
sented jojnt resolutions of the Legislature of 
Ohio, representing that the commercial inter: 
ests of the Ohio valley imperatively demand 
the enlargement and improvement of this canal; 
which were read. 

On motion by Mr. Bright, an amendment 
was adopted, providing that when the said 
canal is enlarged, and the branch canal con- 
structed, and the cost of the improvement paid 
for, no more tolls shall be collected than an 
amount sufficient to keep the canal in repair, 
and pay for all necessary superintendence and 
management. 

Mr. Toombs —_ in opposition to the bill, 
saying that the Government owned all except 
five shares, and these were held by directors 
who controlled the whole work, and did just 
what they pleased ; and the idea was, if they 
made money, very well—but if they got in debt, 
the Government would he ealled on to foot the 
bills. : 

Mr. Powell said the United States had re- 
ceived $24,000 more than they ever put into 
this work, and had purchased wore than seven 
thousand shares, not from money paid out of 
the Treasury of the United States, but from 
tolls collected from vessels passing through the 
canal. All they asked now was that they might 
be allowed to go on and use the revenue and 
credit of the canal to make the propcsed im- 

ovement, without asking one dollar from the 
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election of a Chaplain, attended and opened the 
daily sessions of the House with prayer. 

_ Mr. Campbell, from the Committee on Elec- 
tions, reported a resolution declaring it inexpe- 
dient to allow further time to take testimony in 
the case of Mr. Howard, the contestant for the 
seat of Mr. Cooper, from the first Congressional 
district of Michigan. The consideration of the 
resolution was postponed until Tuesday next. 

Mr. Campbell reported a resolution, which 
was adopted, giving Mr. Howard leave to oc- 
cupy a seat on the floor pending the dicussion 
in this case, and permission to speak to the 
merits of the question.

Several bills were introdueed and appropri- 
ately referred, and the House adjourned. 


Friday, March 16, 1860. 
SENATE. 

The bill providing for the sale of public arms 
to the several States and Territories, being ta- 
ken up, was discussed at considerable length 
by Messrs. Davis, Hunter, Fessenden, Fitz- 
patrick, and others, on motions to amend, was 
variously amended, and was postponed. 

The Senate then took up the order of the 
day, the private calendar, and passed bills for 
the relief of Jeremiah Pendergast; Abner Mer- 
rill, of the State of Maine; to authorize a suit 
against the United States, to test the title to 
certain land in San Francisco; for the relief of 
Miles Divine; for the relief ot Samuel H. Tay- 
lor; joint resolution relative to the claim of 
George Fisher, late of Florida ; for the relief of 
the American Board of Foreign Missions; and 
to allow the legal representatives of Thomas 

faddin, deceased, to pre-empt certain lands in 
the State of Missouri. 

The Senate then, on motion of Mr. Mason, 
proceeded to the consideration of Executive 
business, and after some time so occupied, ad- 
journed. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Pendleton offered a preamble, that where- 
as the chairman of the Committee on Public 
Printing stated on this floor that the prices for 
composition are too large, and half pay would 
be abundant, and more than sufficient; and 
that whereas, by terms of resolution heretofore 
adopted as a preliminary to the election of 
Printer, the House reserved the right to reduce 
the compensation at any time; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Printing 
be instructed to report a bill by which the prices 
of compensation now fixed by law be reduced to 
that amount. 

Mr. Washburn, of Maine, objected to its pres- 
ent consideration. 

On motion of Mr. Washburn, of Maine, the 
House resolved itself into Committee of the 
Whole, (Mr. Sianton in the chair,) for the 
purpose of resuming the consideration of the 
amendments to the rules of the House, reported 
by the select committee appointed to revise the 
same. 

Considerable time was spent in the discus- 
sion of the rules, and of a resolntion directing 
the publication of a book containing the Con- 
stitution, Jefierson’s Manual, and the Revised 
Rules. 

The Committee finally rose, and reported the 
rules to the House. 

The House agreed to all the amended rules 
to which no one objected, and postponed the 
further consideration of the other rules until 
Monday.

On motion by Mr. Mason, a resolution was 


adopted, directing the Secretary of State to 
commnicate to the Senate copies of any cor- 
respondence between that Department and 
Townsend L. Harris, minister resident of the 
United States in Japan, concerning the pro- 
een diplomatic mission from Japan to the 

Jnited States, and directing the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to inquire into the propriety 
of providing by law for the reception of said 
mission in the mode usual in the country from 
which it comes, 

On motion of Mr. Johnson, of Arkansas, a 
resolution wes adopted, requesting the Presi- 
dent of the United States to furnish the Senate 
all the correspondence and facts, with such 
information as may be in possession of any 
branch or department of the Government, 
tending to exhibit the circumstances and par- 
ticulars of the Mountain Meadow massacre, in 
August, 1857, or any subsequent massacre in 
Utah Territory; and also to inform the Senate 
what steps, if avy, have been taken to discover 
the authors, or to direct inquiry towards the 
parties guilty of a crime so perfidious and un- 
sparing of age, sex, and condition. 

A message was received from the President 
of the United States, transmitting a copy of the 
convention between the United States and the 
Republic of Paraguay, concluded on the 4th of 
February, 1859, inviting the attention of Con- 
gress to the expediency of such legislation as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the stipu- 
lationg of said convention. 

On motion by Mr. Lane, the Committee on 
Public Lands were instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of making provision for running 
and marking the 46th parallel of latitude, so far 
as said parallel is the boundary line between 
Oregon and Washington Territories, 

The homestead bill was taken up, and Mr. 
Nicholson spoke in its favor. It was then post- 
poned until Wednesday, and the Florida claims 
bill came up as the special order. 

Mr. Toombs addressed the Senate with much 
earnestness in favor of the bill, quoting Whea- 
ton, Vattel, Grotius, and other authorities, 

Mr. Mallory also advocated the bill at great 
length. 

Adjourned, 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Morrill, from the Committee of Ways 
aud Means, reported a bill to provide for the 
payment of outstanding Treasury notes and 
to authorize a loan, regulating and increasing 
the duties on imports, and for other purposes, 

Mr. Sherman, from the same committee, re- 
ported a bill making appropriations for the 
necessary executive and judicial expenses of 
the Government for the next fiscal year. 

Mr. Eliot, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, reported a bill making appropriations 
for lighthouse establishments. 

The House resumed the consideration of sev- 
eral amendments to the rules, which were re- 
served for separate votes. 

The privileges of the floor were extended to 
foreign Ministers, and Senators and Represent- 
atives elect. That part of the pzopasition to 
admit ex-members of Congress nat prosecuting 
claims persanally, or as agents before Congress, 
was rejected by a tie vote. 

Mr. Smith, of Virginia, moyed a recansid- 
eration, byt the question was decided in the 
negative.

Mr. Reagan, of Texas, spoke of the inypor' 
ance of passing the ainehdmnent of the Rinse 
authorizing the regiment of Texan yolunteers, 
heretofore authorized, being called intg the 
field.

Tue Nicaragua Treary.—The Washing- 
ton correspondeut of the Philudelphia Ameri- 
can says: 

“The unexpected rejection of the treaty with 
Nicaragua has excited much feeling on the 
part of those who, for years back, have been 
accustomed to exercise complete control over 
our diplomatic policy, and to another class not 
identified with the Administration, who saw in 
this treaty a practical consummation of that 
inaugurated by Mr. Clayton and Sir Henry Bul- 
wer, in 1850. Although it was sent to the 
Senate three months ago, by some omission or 
accident the treaty was not called up until 
Thursday—the day before it expired by limita- 
tion—and then at the personal instance of the 
Secretary of State. Had there been time to 
discuss the subject properly, it is quite proba- 
ble a different result would have been reached. 
The principal objection urged was a clause 
giving the President power, in case of special 
exigency, to employ force for the protection of 
the transit, without the consent of Nicaragua. 
It was contended that this discretion involved 
| a departure trom the settled practice of the 
| Government, and gave authority, by treaty, 
which had been refused by law, when the Presi- 
dent addressed a special message to Congress. 
That clause was stricken out at the instance of 
Mr. Collamer, and Mr. Hamlin followed it up 
by @ motion to strike out another condition, 
authorizing the employment of force for tke 
same object, upon the application of the Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua, or her minister here; 
which was also carried. Subsequently, both 
these amendments were reconsidered, by which 
the treaty was restored to its original position, 
and it was then rejected. 

“England has made a counterpart of the 
treaty with Nicaragua, and therefore has that 
advantage over us in the present state of the 
ease. If things should stand as they now are, 
and British capitalists should establish a route 
to the Pacific, it is useless to disguise the fact 
that they would most certainly command the 
travel and transportation. As long as there is 
no assurance of protection from the Govern- 
ment here, our people will not incur the risks 
which have prostrated so many large enter- 
prises in that quarter. This protection must 
cover not only the contingency of such out- 
rages as occurred at Panama, but it must in- 
sure safety against filibustering expeditions 
from the United States. The presence of force 
is necessary, until a moral influence has been 
established, which will afford a guaranty for 
the future security of the transit. The unset- 
tled condition of Nicaragua requires some such 
policy, unless we mean to close the best and 
most direct avenues to the Pacific.” 





ARRIVAL OF THE TEUTONIA—FUR- 
THER FROM EUROPE. 


New York, March 18.—The steamer Teuto- 
nia, from Southampton, with London dates of 
Monday, the 5th instant, has arrived. Her com- 
mercial news is no later than the previous ad- 
vices. 

The announcement of the loss of the steamer 
Hungarian reached London on the 4th instant, 
from Queenstown, where the steamer Canada 
touched that morning. 

The steamer Etna, from New York, arrived 
at Liverpool the same day. 

Paris, Sunday Evening.—That part of the 
Emperor’s speech concerning the annexation 
of Savoy and Nice to France, was received in 
Nice with enthusiasm. The Italian party is 
greatly agitated. 

Vienna, Sunday.—To the inquiries of the 
representatives of some of the foreign Powers, 
Austria replies that her interests not being 
directly affected by the annexation of Savoy 
to France, she will not protest against that 
annexation. 

Modena, Saturday.—The Papal Government 
has prohibited commerce by the transit be- 
tween Ancona and Romagna. The merchauts 
protest against the prohibition. 

The agitation continues in the Marches. The 
landed proprietors refuse to pay their tax 
and thousands of the citizens are signing ad- 
dresses to the great Powers in fqvor of aunex- 
ation.

This Convention of Delegates, assembled in 
pursuance of a call addressed to the people of 
the United States, without regard to past politi- 
cal differences or divisions, who are opposed
